Pearl Harbour the city boasted of a 
population of over .4,000,000,. it has 


never appeared more overcrowded 
than to-day. : 


The main streets and silewalks 
are throngéd day and night; ‘hotels 
and boarding houses, from the most 
pretentious to the Jowllest, have 
long waiting Msts; and the housing 
shortage has become more 
than ever. 


Above all, the heavy Influx of peo- |. 


ple hus created a traf lc problem 
which has defied a solution by the’ 
city and transportation authoritles. 
Shanghai's traffic “rush” fs unique 
in that It lasts from 8 am, tll 8 
mm. Between these hours cvery 
alrect car-cud bus is packed ught 
with a muss ci struggling, sweating 
hurinnity— cing; whither no one 
knows.
